There is also a special designed envelope that can be used in any of the four States. 


These states were admitted to Statehood in the Month of November at four different dates in the year 1889. The stamp will honor 
the fiftieth anniversary of Statehood for the four states. Altho we do not know, we presume that the stamp will be issued first day in 
each of the different states. However, since each State was admitted on different dates, the collector will probably want to get first day 
covers from each state on the day of first day issue as well as get a cover from each state on the date on which that state was admitted 
to Statehood. Such a collection of these covers will be of much historical interest

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The Canal and Philately 


URING the three-and-a-half 

centuries since Balboa had dis- 

covered the Isthmus of Panama, 

men had dreamed of building a 
canal across the narrow neck of land in 
order that the commerce between the 
two great oceans might be unhindered. 
But nothing definite was done about it, 
beyond a number of surveys, until the 
age of steam and machinery made it 
practical to attempt actual construction 
of a canal. In May, 1878, the United 
States of Colombia (which were often 
united only in name) took time out from 
its internal troubles to grant Lieutenant 
Lucien N. B. Wyse and a group of asso- 
ciates the exclusive privilege for 99 years 
of building and operating a canal across 
the territory of the republic. The ini- 
tials “N.B.” stand for “Napoleon Bona- 
parte” and the feat of obtaining such 
a concession was worthy of the original 
holder of that name. Lieut. Wyse makes 
his postage stamp debut on the series 
being issued by the Republic of Panama 
to commemorate the 25th anniversary of 
the completion of that canal. One of 
his associates, Pedro J. Sosa, a native 
Panamanian, appears on the series as 
well, and has been seen before on the 
1915 dues which were also used by the 
Canal Zone postal service. 

Philatelically, 1878 was marked by the 
first issue of stamps for the sovereign 
state of Panama, important member of 
the Colombian federation. This first 
issue of stamps was as ill-starred as the 
first construction attempt, for they last- 
ed only a few months. The stamps of 
the states were good only for internal 
postage as they were not members of the 
Universal Postal Union. So the new 
issue was replaced in the same year 
with one inscribed only with the name 
“Colombia” and bearing a map of the 
Isthmus. As a result of Panama’s later 
obtaining independence, we find these 
apparent Colombian stamps listed under 
that country, a condition confusing to 
many new collectors who try to find 
these stamps under “Colombia.” 

In 1881 work on the canal was begun 
by a French company headed by the 
aged Ferdinand de Lesseps, famed build- 
er of the Suez Canal. Lieut. Wyse’s 
concession had been bought for the not 
insignificant sum of 10,000,000 francs. 
De Lesseps also makes his philatelic 
debut in the new issue. At the time 
work was started, the cost of the canal 
was estimated to be not over $128,000,-

000 and eight years would suffice to com- 
plete it. The mosquito, aided by ex- 
travagance and inefficiency defeated this 
first attempt and in 1889 the company 
was adjudged bankrupt with only two- 
fifths of the work completed. A new 
company met a similar fate for its prog-

it offered to sell out to the U. S. gov- 
ernment for $40,000,000. In that year 
the United States, awakened by the 
Spanish-American War to the need for 
a canal under its control had negotiated 
with the company and also investigated 
the idea of either a Panama and Nic- 
aragua canal. The company’s price was 
deemed too high and Nicaragua’s route 
was recommended to Congress. The story 
of how this was defeated by the clever 
distribution of Nicaraguan stamps de- 
picting the volcano Momotombo to prove

tales of the dangerously volcanic charac- 
ter of the Nicaraguan route, is too well 
known to repeat here. So the company’s 
offer was ordered accepted in June, 1902, 
and the Secretary of War was ordered 
to construct a Panama canal at a cost 
of $145,000,000. 

The Colombian Senate balked at the 
treaty eventually offered them. The U. 
S. proposed in addition to paying the 
canal company its $40,000,000, to pay 
Colombia $10,000,000 at once for the 
concessions and after nine years an an- 
nuity of $250,000. The Canal Zone was 





to be neutral, policed by both govern- 
ments. The Colombian politicians held 
out for $600,000 a year and no abdica- 
tion of sovereignity in the form of joint 
government of the Zone. They also in- 
sisted they get a portion of the sum to 
be paid the company. In view of the 
interminable civil warfare in the repub- 
lic, the U. S. did not look with favor 
on Colombian rule in the Zone and U. 
S. diplomats were wary as a result of 
their unsatisfactory dealings with Colom 
bians. 

The cry for independence in Panama 
had been heard ever since Spain’s troops 
had left nearly a century before and 
seizing the Colombian treaty refusal as 
sufficient pretext, Panamanians revolted 
on Nov. 3, 1903, and formally declared 
their independence the next day. The 
revolution was bloodless except for the 
death of a Chinese killed by a shell 
fired by a Colombian ship before it fled. 
U. S. warships and officials of the Amer- 
ican controlled Panama Railroad pre- 
vented landing of Colombian troops or 
the transporting of those already there. 
All were forced to surrender to the 
new government. The fire department 
of Panama took over the duties of a 
military force and the surrender of sev- 
eral Colombian warships was also re- 
ceived without a fight as they were with- 
out fuel to escape. The fire department, 
already popular, became heroes more 
than ever on account of their part in ob- 
taining independence, which explains the 
handsome commemoratives on the 50th 
anniversary of the department in 1937. 


The United States had prevented 
landing of Colombian troops under an 
old treaty providing for free and uninter- 
rupted transit across the isthmus. For 
many years this affair caused ill feeling 
in Colombia toward the United States, 
particularly because the United States 
so promptly recognized the Panama Re- 
public. The United States negotiated a 
treaty with Panama on the same terms 
is had offered Colombia. Among the 
agreements made between the new gov- 
ernment was one signed December 3, 
1904, which provided the U. S. might 
establish its own postal service in the 
Canal Zone but must use stamps of 
Panama overprinted for such use and 
the Panamanian government was to be 
paid 60% of the face value of these.

Hatay’s Last Stamps 





Through courtesy of Benjamin Baroo- 
day, Beyrouth, Syria, we have received 
a cover bearing several of the last issue 
of stamps for Hatay (formerly Alexand- 
retta). The series consists of 13 stamps 
for ordinary postage and four for postage 
due. The 10 paras, 30 paras and 114 
kurus are bicolors of a map of the coun- 
try. The 2%, 3 and 5 k. values depict 
the Lion of Antioch, evidently an es 
statue. The 6, Uy, 12 and 12% k 
values are bicolored, having the Turkish 
flag in red in the center. The 17%, 25 
and 50 k. depict the Alexandretta post 
office. Inscribed “Hatay Devleti—Post- 
alari.” 

This series was to be withdrawn at the 
close of business on July 22 and either 
re-issued with an overprint commemorat- 
ing the annexation the next day to Tur- 
key or else would be destroyed. On July 
23, the last French troops withdrew and 
the territory officially became a part of 
the Turkish republic. This registered 
cover from Mr. Baroody bore 37% kurus 
in Hatay and 30 kurus in Turkish stamps, 
the cover as usual being routed through 
Turkish post offices adjoining Hatay, 
since the short-lived republic was not a 
member of the Postal Union.

The 3c 1932 which was withdrawn at 
the Agency recently was the sheet stamp 
only. Both the sidewise and endwise coil 
stamps of this design continue in stock. 
However, no more are being printed as 
the 3c Jefferson has replaced these for 
some time on the presses. 


Mexico Sells Remainders 


According to the latest bulletin of the 
Associacion de Filatelistas Mexicanos, 
the Treasurer of the MRepublic sold 
stamps of past issues with a total face 
value of 180,000 pesos for 10,000 pesos 
at an auction which had but one bidder. 
The lot included full sheets of many is- 
sues. Notable was Scott’s No. 633, the 
10 peso commemorative of 1921, which 
has been selling for years at over $10 
per copy unused and which recently, due 
to this “auction” has been offered 
wholesale at less than its one-time face 
value of $5 in U. S. money. 

The latest attempt at a similar deal is 
the offer under consideration emanat- 
ing from a leading buyer of Mexican is- 
sues. He has offered to buy all old is- 
sues, stamps no longer being issued, at 
$1.50 per thousand stamps, regardless of 
their face value. The A. F. M. is pro- 
testing this deal. Similar protests on 
the auction and the Sarabia stamp were 
not heeded by Mexican officials and at- 
tempts were made to stop the society 
from intervening, on the grounds that 
its protests were damaging reputations, 
etc. 


NYPEX In October 


A national stamp exhibition is being 
planned for New York City the week of 
October 7 to 15, and will be known as 
NYPEX, Inc. W. R. M’Coy, well known 
plate number collector, is chairman of 
the publicity committee. The exhibit 
will feature 800 frames, it is expected, 
including many rarities, but the main 
object is to show well written up special- 
ized collections that will interest the 
average collector. Patrons of the show 
will be many members of the Collectors 
Club. The Souvenir Issues Association 
plans to hold its convention near the lo- 
cation of the show, still undecided.

The stickers are not intended for dis- 
tribution to all patrons of the air mail, 
but will be supplied upon request. Post- 
masters are directed to encourage pri- 
vate mailers to provide themselves with 
distinctive stickers if they do not use 
airmail envelopes.

Scott’s Advance Sheets Include Many Price Cuts 





Continuing our tour of inspection of 
the Advance Sheets we start with Bos- 
nia, first in the second batch of these. 
Bosnia shows few changes, all minor 
ones, so we’ll skip on to Brazil. Here 
where there has been much _ business 
lately in Dom Pedros we note only one 
change, No. 60 increasing one dollar to 
$4 unused. The 1000 reis 1888 is in- 
creased a couple dollars. In 1898 pro- 
visionals is evidence of the new policy 
of relegating errors to the position of 
minor varieties, resulting in some re- 
numbering. The two highest values of 
1906 are cut as is the highest of the 1931 
Revolutionary. The 1932 Sao Paulos 
are revised and now priced used. From 
there on changes are few. 1913 Officials 
are cut as much as one-third. Of inter- 
est to the Air Post collector is the change 


of No. 732 Air Post to the status of a 
Postal Tax stamp. 

British Guiana’s famed l-center is 
still $50,000, in case you care. High 


values of the 1905 and 1931 sets are 
cut, while Jubilees are now priced used 
and as could be expected at more than 
unused. British Honduras shows the 
greatest amount of reclassifying encount- 
ered so far. From 1891 to 1933 the 
stamps are re-arranged by order of de- 
signs and types, making a much simpler 
listing. The practice of British colonies 
of adding one or two new values a year 
had gradually caused listings of 20th 
Century to be spread out with numer- 
ous headings. Most of these headings 
are now omitted as no longer necessary. 
British Solomons show the same re- 
arrangement from 1914 on. Brunei ditto. 
Bulgaria’s 1892 15s on 30s is increased 
from 15c to 40c unused. The difference 
between A72 and A76 (which must have 
formerly taxed eyes) is now explained. 
In the 1927-29 reissue we find added the 
15s which was omitted in former edi- 
tions, this causing renumbering. Com- 
memoratives show some startling jumps 
and some far less spectacular drops. 
Under Semi-Postals the unoverprinted 
pictorials are removed to the Postal 
Tax classification. First issue Dues are 
increased as are the 1932 airmails. 


Canada’s 1897 Jubilees show increases 
as high as $4.50, but the $5 dropped 
to $18 unused. The 1908 Commems 
and coils are appreciably increased. 
Canal Zone shows increases, largest be- 
ing No. 15 to $32.50, with lesser in- 
creases on many under $1. All the later 
issues show increases. German Colonials 
continue their steady trend of past years 
in the upward vein and Carolines show 
a number as high as several dollars. 
Caymans and Ceylon feature revisions 
in numbering. The first War Tax stamp 
is cut one-half. Chile’s first 6 peso air 
drops $2 and the second 10 peso increas- 
es $2.50, so if you have the set there is 
only a 50c difference. Numbering of 
Officials has been revised. 

Cilicia, long the issues which could 
be bought at such big discounts, are 
trimmed around 50%. Another case 
where mint copies were not scarce, but 
genuinely used are. One stamp was cut 
from 60c to 15c. Colombia is now titl- 





ed just that in deference to the fact that 
“Colombian Republic” is as incorrect as 
“United States Republic” in title. The 
researches of John Meyer have served 
as basis for many changes in this coun- 
try which despite first appearance at- 
tracts many collectors. The notes on 
many early Reprints are now changed 
to “Counterfeits.” Few price changes 
are noted. The stamps formerly listed 
as 1925 lithographs are now deleted as 
counterfeits to defraud the government. 
378 not being found to exist, has also 
been deleted. 438 now heads the Postal 
Tax issues. Under Registration the Car- 
tagena 1904 overprint is now questioned 
as likely a cancel. Too Late stamps are 
now Late Fee stamps, a better title. 
The 1919 and 1921 issues of these are 
deleted since their private origin is prov- 
en. Under Postal Tax the new 25c is 
not listed since it does not have any use 
on mail. Antioquia’s Manizales typesets 
are deleted as private emissions and so 
are the City of Medellin stamps. Other 
Colombian typesets are questioned. 
Cook Islands show revision of the 1ds 
1898 and used Jubilees are priced nearly 
double the unused. Overprints on New 
Zealand show changes in both directions. 
Corea has some prices omitted now, un- 
usual since the trend has been to price 
everything possible. Costa Rica No. 1 
and 2 have prices omitted and a foot- 
note voicing the doubts on these. There 
are a number of cuts in this country. 
The 1921 “labels” are still so designated 
with no change in remarks. This is due 
possibly to the fact that while certain 
details of this issue have been widely 
broadcast by those wanting them listed

as bonafide stamps, certain other details 
which must also be known or at least 
accessible have not been aired at all, 
Airs are revised in 1937 arrangement, 
Even Crete gets the axe as far back as 
1899. 

Cuba has the 1868 and 1869 sets 
changed in listing. A 2c is added to 1939 
regular issue as No. 308a and Matanzas 
imperfs are given ‘“a” numbers and 
priced. More increases than drops. The 
overprints on U. S. issues are increased, 

Curacao from No. 1 on shows in- 
creases in regular issues. Much touted 
1934 set unchanged except used prices 
are added this year. Dues and airs are 
increased. Cyprus shows changes in 
line with other British Colonial rear- 
rangements. 

Czechoslovakia shows additions and 
increases from first issue onward, dimin- 
ishing towards the last. The Benes 
stamp jumps from 6c to 30c mint. First 
airs are up, later ones down. 

Danish West Indies show a number 
of real cuts; on later issues in the un.

for specialty collections. As with other 
doubtful issues in this edition, Ecuador’s 
Columbus Society are illustrated and 
listed but neither numbered or priced. 
Which seems best way to handle such 
outlaws. Same is done with Epirus’ 
numerous doubtfuls. 

Ethiopia is a new listing. But only 
the brief set picturing “Emperor” Victor 
Emmanuel is listed and then under 
“Occupation Stamps.” None of the other 
issues under Abyssinia have been trans- 
ferred to this listing. We were appalled 
by the host of French commems, so we 
leave them for your own checking, some 
week when you feel particularly ambi 
tious. German East Africa, German 
New Guinea and German Southwest 
Africa are a trio showing many increas- 
es, from No. 1 onward in last two. 

Germany itself shows heavy downward 
revisions ranging up to 50% on the Hit- 
lerian issues. Refugee material and the 
practice of the government having two 
values for its currency, coupled with 
present world developments account for 
this. German Zepps get the axe in a 
big way, along with the airs in general. 
Greek airs are also reduced. Grenada 
has its 1898 commem cut, though this 
was supposed to be a scarce item. Guate- 
mala’s issues show cuts in recent years, 
but these could be expected. 


In general in the Advance Sheets re- 
ceived up to July 8, cuts in prices are 
the rule. The highest values of sets have 
taken the brunt; as was proper. Num- 
ber Ones are being increased in prices 
as there is a steady demand for collec- 
tions. British Colonies have received 
most of the re-arranging of issues, the 
results being a decided improvement 
with the consolidation of straggling items 
of assorted denominations into a series or 
two in numerical order. Chief price 
changes in these Colonials were increases 
in George Vs and the pricing of used 
Jubilees at prices considerably above 
mint. The events abroad are clearly 
reflected in the prices of the countries 
in the thick of things.

Agency 
sales would to us seem a very poor set 
of figures on which to base estimates of 
stamp collecting in this country. We are 
certain a large amount of the stamps 
brought at the Agency are intended for 
use as postage, so there’s no profit in 
those, rather a very definite loss. As it 
certainly must cost more to sell stamps 
at the Agency than through post offices.

All things considered, the lower Agency 
sales would seem to represent actually 
an increase of profits to the post office, 
as the speculator isn’t in a buying mood 
these months and so most orders must be 
either of three things: To business 
houses desiring attractive stamps for 
their mail; controlled mail agents plan 
ning to obtain used blocks in quantity; 
to collectors and dealers. The last two 
are doing little speculating and among 
the collectors, the plate number collector 
must use for postage the large percentage 
of waste material after obtaining blocks 
from the full sheets he must purchase. 

Agency figures are impressive to the 
non-collector only if he doesn’t know the 
rest of the story.

WEEKLY STAMP 


Saaiesian Airways Flight 





On August 5, the Imperial Airways 
commenced their trans-Atlantic air serv- 
ice, carrying mails as had the previously 
inaugurated Pan American Airways serv- 
ice and between the same points except 
that Montreal, Canada, was included as 
well as Dublin, Ireland; Botwood, New- 
foundland; and New York City. By re- 
quest of the Irish and Canadian postal 
services the covers received at New York 
were backstamped. Alf G. McGann, 
Irish stamp dealer at Limerick, Eire, 
kindly sent us a first flight cover. Post- 
age was 15 pence and a diamond-shaped 
purple cachet with wording in English 
and Gaelic was applied by the Baile 
Atha Cliath (Dublin) post office. The 
postmark was the normal one in black 
and the New York backstamp consisted 
of the regular machine cancel with the 
flag portion omitted. Mr. McGann’s 
cover bore printed flags of both coun- 
tries in color and the Eire air-post eti- 
quette affixed also.

Newspapers again are featuring items 
about the disappearance of Virginia 
Dare 350 years ago and the search for 
the answer to the mystery should in- 
terest U. S. collectors. A stone found 
last year with an inscription presumably 
written or dedicated by her mother was 
found and further finds of grave stones 
are believed to sustain its supposed au- 
thenticity.

The Captain has put 
down the essentials of all the commem- 
oratives issued since his book and this 
data has been requested by a number 
of readers.

Leon C. Young of Springfield, Mass., 
doesn’t like the postal office’s practice 
of not backstamping first flight covers. 
On the Trans-Atlantic flight he had 
some covers sent from Belgium, but 
these bear nothing to indicate carriage 
by first flight, and the only postmark 
on them is the one of Brussels, Belgium. 
In the first years of the airmail service 
backstamps were applied, but this prac- 
tice has been abandoned for years. Rea- 
son given is that it delays the mails and 
serves no good purpose believed worth 
the extra work and delay. The P. O. 
Dept. has never encouraged inbound 
covers on flights, cachets only being ap- 
plied to outbound covers as an example. 





Circus fans are asking for a stamp 
“honoring the circus” as an American 
institution. Suggested design by one en- 
thusiast is a copy of the poster being 
used by Ringling Bros. and Barnum and 
Bailey this year, showing the famous 
gentlemen.

In sorting U.S. stamps, most dealers 
can separate the perf. 11, perf. 11x10% 
and perf. 10 printings without using a 
perforation gauge. Particularly is this 
true of the 1922-1937 regular issues. 
After a little practice, their separation 
becomes easy. Telling the rotaries from 
the flat plates is simply a matter of 
general appearance and shade. The 
rotaries are much coarser in appearance 
and the shades lighter. The perf. 10s are 
readily identified by their widely sep- 
arated perforation “teeth.” Those of our 
readers who have sorted mixtures, have 
already learned this.

Commemorative 
Stamp Facts 


By Capt. A. C. TOWNSEND 


3c ARMY-NAVY 


The two 3c stamps were first issued 
at Washington on Feb. 18, 1937. The 
Army one bears pictures of Grant, Sher- 
man and Sheridan, the Navy stamp 
those of Farragut and Porter. The an- 
nouncement of the 3c Army was followed 
by a protest from the South Carolina 
legislature against the picturing of Sher- 
man on a stamp to be used in the South. 

Genl. Grant was born at Point Pleas- 
ant, O., April 27, 1822; he at first work- 
ed on a farm, then went to West Point 
and was in the Mexican War, but re- 
signed in 1854 and went back to farming 
and clerking. Re-entered the army at 
the outbreak of the Civil War and be- 
gan his career of fame. He was made 
a Lieut. Genl. in 1864 and put in com- 
mand of the entire army, and forced 
Lee’s surrender on April 9, 1865. He 
was made a full General (the first since 
Washington), became President and 
served two terms. After retiring he took 
a world cruise, lost his fortune in busi- 
ness and wrote memoirs to pay his debts. 
He died July 23, 1885, at Mt. McGregor, 
New York. 

Genl. Sherman was born at Lancaster, 
O., Feb. 8, 1820. He was sixth in his 


class at West Point but later resigned 





and entered business also. Rejoined the 
army May 14, 1861, and was a signal 
helper to Grant through most of the 
war. On May 6, 1864, he started the 
march through Georgia which ended 
with the capture of Atlanta. November 
14th he began his march to the sea, for 
which he was later made a Lieut.-General 
by Congress. After retirement he also 
wrote his memoirs, and died in New 
York City on February 14, 1891. 

Sheridan was born at Albany, N. Y., 
March 6, 1831, and graduated from West 
Point in 1853. In 1862 he was made a 
Colonel of Cavalry, rendered brilliant 
services to Grant and was given com- 
mand of the Army of the Shenandoah. 
On Oct. 19, 1864, when 20 miles away 
at Winchester, his army was routed by 
Genl. Early at Cedar Creek and Sheri- 
dan made his celebrated ride, rallied the 
fleeing army and turned defeat into vic- 
tory. He blocked the retreat of the 
Confederate Army in April, 1865, forc- 
ing Lee’s surrender to Grant. He was 
also made a full General and command- 
ed the army after Sherman’s retirement 
in 1884. He died at Nonquit, Mass., 
August 5, 1888. 

David G. Farragut was born at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., July 5, 1801. He was 
adopted by Commodore David G. Port- 
er, and was raised with his own son who 
became Commodore David Dixon Porter. 
Farragut commanded various vessels as 
he rose in rank in the navy and in De- 
cember, 1861, was put in command of a 
fleet and ordered to capture New Or- 


] 











leans, which he finally did on April 25, 
1862. He was made a Rear Admiral, 
captured Vicksburg, one of the major 
Confederate defeats, and on August 5, 
1864, fought the famous battle of Mobile 
Bay and captured that city. He retireq 
on account of ill health, was made a 
full Admiral, first in U. S. history, tray- 
eled abroad, and died at Portsmouth, N, 
H., August 14, 1870. 

David Dixon Porter was born at Ches.- 
ter, Pa., June 8, 1813. He joined the 
U. S. navy as a midshipman after sery. 
ice in the Navy of the Mexican Repub. 
lic and during the Civil War went up 
rapidly in rank, helping Farragut in 
many ways and keeping the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers open for transportation 
of troops and supplies. At Vicksburg 
he shared honors with Grant and Farra- 
gut. He was Supt. of Annapolis for 
four years, was made Admiral to succeed 
Farragut, and died at Washington on 
Feb. 16, 1891. 

105,000,000 of each of the 3c Army. 
Navy were ordered printed in purplish 
red, the Army stamps from plates 21634. 
36-37-38, (plate 21635 being canceled 
as defective) and the Navy stamps from 
plates 21630-31-32-33. Washington, D. 
C., was the first day of issue city, where 
320,888 first day covers were canceled 
Feb. 18,1937. Actual number of stamps 
issued was: 3c Army 87,741,150 and 3c 
Navy 93,291,650, the stamps being with- 
drawn from sale in May, 1939, last of 
the entire series to be issued. 





Maximum Cards 





A specialty attracting much attention 
in foreign countries among stamp col- 
lectors is the collecting of “Maximum 
Cards” a title that gives the person just 
introduced to it no inkling of what is 
meant. They are simply pictorial postal 
cards with stamp used on the picture 
side, the design of the stamp and the 
view on the card being the same. Many 
foreign stamp designs are of famous 
scenes frequently found on picture post 
cards, and the use of the two in combi- 
nation has resulted in a growing demand 
for them. Almost none have been noted 
of U. S. stamps, chiefly due to postal 
regulations and custom.

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Herman Herst, Jr., has again hit the 
headlines. This time Mr. Herst reports 
the discovery of two copies of the Gold- 
en Gate Exposition stamp with double 
paper the entire length of the stamp. 
The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
destroys stamps printed on double paper 
but occasionally these slip by the in- 
spectors and find their way into some 
fortunate collector’s album. 





At a preview of lots to be placed on 
sale at Uptown Stamp Co.’s next auc- 
tion, were some very interesting items. 
The most unusual among this group was 
a pair of Scott No. 594 cancelled with 
the Madison Square Post Office cancel. 
Records show that this 1c stamp 
perforated 11x11 was sold only at the 
Madison Square Post Office here in 
New York and that all copies of this 
stamp had been sold before the exist- 
ance of the stamp was known. It should 
be very interesting to watch this pair 
to see what price it will bring at auction. 





New York dealers are reporting a 
strong trend on the part of collectors 
toward the Balkan States, or as they are 
often referred to as the “trouble area.” 
The war scare at present in this vicinity 
probably accounts for this. 


The Bulgaria Sport set which was re- 
cently released is appearing in limited 
quantities only. New Issue dealers here 
in New York are puzzled by this as sup- 
plies are scarce and are having trouble 
filling orders. 





The American Berolina Co. is the first 
firm in the United States that has under- 
taken to distribute the Michel Catalogue. 
This catalogue is rated as more than a 
catalogue, as it is often referred to as a 
hand book. It is also classified among 
the “big four” in stamp catalogues. 





There is at present a shortage of odd 
values of the Presidential series used. 
Supplies of these values are practically 
non-existent here in New York and the 
demand for these stamps is growing at 
the same proportion as the supplies di- 
minish. 


Activity at auction sales throughout 
the summer months is remarkably brisk 
considering the fact the city is swelter- 
ing. At Ohlman’s recent sale prices on 
U. S. were stable, and foreign material 
went particularly well especially those 
stamps of the more popular countries.

tive one for the little republic and when 
it was abrogated in 1924 it resulted in 
much bitterness and the dispute was only 
finally settled a few weeks ago by a new 
treaty. 

Stamp collectors immediately follow- 
ing the almost bloodless revolution 
found themselves trying to keep up with 
a flood of provisionals from the Isthmus. 
One of the first acts of the new govern- 
ment was to handstamp the map stamps 
supplied by Colombia and of which large 
quantities were available, with the over- 
print “REPUBLICA DE PANAMA?” in 
two lines. These were produced at the 
City of Panama in November, 1903. The 
next month a new style of overprint was 
introduced also produced at Panama 
City, but printed this time from type. 
This featured the name Panama printed 
vertically at each side of stamp and a 
heavy bar obliterating “COLOMBIA.” 
There are many varieties of this type of 
overprint, generally occasioned by addi- 
tional printings and new settings. To 
add to confusion, smaller issues were 
made of various handstamps and not so 
generally issued printed overprints—

these issues being a story in itself. Not 
until the third anniversary of Indepen- 
dence, November, 1906, did Panama be- 
gin to issue a regular series of distinc- 
tive designs, the overprints and a two- 
stamp commemorative series serving its 
postal needs in the meantime. 

On May 4, 1904, the United States 
began its occupation of the Canal Zone. 
Ten years were to pass before the first 
steamer would make its transit of the 
Canal. To have a supply of distinctive 
stamps for the nine post offices being 
opened, the Governor ordered a supply 
of Panama stamps purchased and over- 
printed Canal Zone and these were to be 
used only until arrival of the United 
States stamps of the 1902-03 series over- 
printed “Canal Zone.” The official in- 
structions to the public cautioned them 
against buying a surplus of these provi- 
sionals as they would not be accepted 
for postage after arrival of the U. S. 
overprints. Maximum purchase permit- 
ted—or at least supposed to be per- 
mitted—was 50 cents worth in U. S. 
currency. The values overprinted were 
the 2c, 5c and 10c Panama on Colombia 
overprints and the Zone offices would 
sell no more than ten sets to any one 
purchaser despite a heavy demand. Since 
all sold were done so at a loss, it is 
teadily understood why the postal serv- 
ice did not encourage sales. The issue 
was intended as a convenience to the 
public, but was a nuisance to the offic- 





ials. It is worth noting that though 
these stamps were first issued on June 
24, the Canal Zone postal service did 
not begin to function until the next day. 
The Ic, 2c, 5c, 8c, 10c of the 1902 series 
U. S. having arrived as expected, the 
provisionals were withdrawn from sale 
on July 17 and the new overprinted U. 
S. placed on sale July 18. This was

expected to be a permanent issue and 
large quantities were printed. 

The Taft agreement having been 
signed on Dec. 3 and requiring use of 
Panama stamps overprinted, the 1902-03 

S. overprinted were withdrawn on 
Dec. 11 and the remainders of these 
stamps, amounting to about 9,850,000 
of the 10,000,000 printed were destroyed 
in January, 1906. 

Commencing on Dec. 12, 1904 the Zone 
used Panama stamps overprinted and as 
these stamps already featured many er- 
rors in the republic’s overprints, the 
number of minor varieties is seemingly 
endless. On later issues, even center 
inverted varieties are to be found. The 
overprints on Panama issues continued 
to be issued until on May 28, 1924, the 
Taft agreement was ordered abrogated 
effective June 30 that year. On July 1, 
1924, U. S. Stamps of the series of 1922- 
23 overprinted were issued to replace 
the Panama stamps overprinted. The 
abrogation of this source of revenue to

Panama caused much trouble between 
the two countries and as mentioned be- 
fore seems only to have been finally 
settled by a treaty negotiated a few 
weeks ago. The reason given in the 
joint resolution of Congress of 1924 for 
abrogation of the Taft agreement was 
that the purpose of that agreement had 
passed with the formal opening of the 
Canal. The Congress was apparently 
just realizing this ten years late.

the opening to commerce 

On August 15, 1914, the 
Panama Railroad Steamship  Co.’s 
steamer “Ancon” formally opened the 
canal by a trip through it carrying as 
passengers the Secretary of War and 
some 200 invited guests including Presi- 
of Panama. The trip 
was completed in 9 hours and 40 min- 
utes. General Goethals was not a pas- 
senger but watched the vessel as it 
passed through Gaillard Cut and locks 
nearby. The first self-propelled vessel 
of any sort to pass through the canal 
was the canal crane ship “Alex La Val- 
ley” which made a trip on January 7, 
1914. The Panama R. R. S. S. Co. 
vessel Cristobal was the first commercial 
vessel actually making the transit, this 
being accomplished on August 3 of that 
year. This ship and others are depicted 
on stamps issued by Panama, some of 
them overprinted for the Zone. 

The study of stamps issued for use in 
the Isthmus involves stamps issued by 
four postal services: Colombia, Panama, 
Canal Zone and United States and the 
issues at times become quite complex in 
their varieties. The history of the canal 
and its builders, as well as the people 
who settled and now live in the region 
is told by the stamps.- Scarcely any 
famous person is there who was con- 
nected with the construction and has not 
appeared at least once on a stamp. Even 
the cancellations now used both by Pan- 
ama and the Zone feature slogans and 
maps of the Canal. 





France Cuts Costs 





France, according to Edwin Brooks in 
his column in the Chicago Sunday 
Herald and Examiner, has cut the cost 
of sets of Colonial postage stamps for 
any colony from about $17 each, to less 
than $1.50. The cut is due to the removal 
of high values by order of Georges Man- 
del, Minister of Posts, Telegraphs and 
Telephones.
